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THE SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


During the past year, the Selectmen have spent a 
considerable amount of time in analyzing and assess- 
ing the Housing Developments in the town. 


In the coming year the problem will demand even 
more time since this growth will affect the town, in 
many ways. We presently have one thousand acres 
under development. It is not unreasonable to forecast 
that in the next 5 to 7 years, Madison will have an 
influx of 1000 non-resident property owners. 


We are concerned about the long-range effect of 
the growth upon the town, both from the standpoint of 
present and future owners of property in Madison. 


It is understood that all developments are moti- 
vated by profit, and we have no quarrel with the pro- 
fit system, since our society is founded on this con- 
cept. It should be pointed out that developers fall into 
two categories. Namely, Resident and Professional. 


Resident must live with situations they create, 
whereas Professional, upon completion of selling a 
tract of land, move out of town to the next situation 
where profit is available. 


It is necessary that the Selectmen be alert to see 
that the protection of drinking water and public waters 
is taken into account. If this is not handled properly, 
we may be faced with the problem of supplying ade- 
quate drinking water and sewerage systems, at con- 
siderable expense to the town. 


We have found it necessary to hire the services 
of a part-time clerk, since the amount of paper work 
has increased to the point that we are not serving the 
town’s best interest, in that our major function of 
assessing property is neglected. The expense of 
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clerical work will increase in ratio to the amount of 
paper work demanded by the state, and the growth of 
the town. 


In conclusion, a new inventory control system 
must be adopted at minimum expense, to adequately 
handle the accounting procedure prescribed by law. 
The so-called (Blotter Book), although still required 
by law, is no longer adequate to meet present-day de- 
mands.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the 
thousands of vacationists that visit us every year 
love the State for the varigated woodlands that en- 
circle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and moun- 
tains. Most of us appreciate these values, but still 
there were enough careless people among us to cause 
over 880 grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. 
True this was a much dryer than normal year but 
this should have meant the use of extra care. For- 
tunately the fire fighting forces have held the line 
against such careless acts. It is up to each one of 
us to be ever mindful that a spark or flame is a po- 
tential fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 


1. To teach our children the danger in lighting 
matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material 
from a car or while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush: 

(a) Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 

(b) Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 PM. 


(c) If burning a field or brush have equipment 
and adequate help on hand. The heat from your fire 
creates its own draft to spread fire.

With the realization that primary responsibility 
for the health of children rests with the home it is 
gratifying to find the child’s attitude toward health 
procedures acceptable as a part of growing up. Their 
regard for “Their Doctor’ as a good friend who tries 
to keep them well — the enthusiasm they show when 
they have received boosters for continued protection 
against Diphtheria, Tetanus, Small Pox, Polio and 
Measles is a credit to all concerned. 


The dental problems continue to be the out- 
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standing defects found among school children. How- 
ever it is encouraging to find the large percentage that 
have had timely dental care. Also the interest in 
proper nutrition as it effects the child, not only in re- 
gards to good teeth but also to optimum health and 
its relation to the learning process. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my ap- 
preciation to everyone who has helped to make this 
program possible.
